‘The missing include 1384 artillerists, 25 Life 


Guards, 22 men of the Tenth Hussars, and 
51 of Roberts’ horse. The others are divided 


among numerous regiments. 


Military Situation Obscure. 

The British War office today discloses 
nothing, and the correspondents at Lord 
Roberts’ headquarters have not been heard 
from for two days or more. The lapse of 
time has not rendered the military situation 
in the Orange Free State less obscure. 

This is the twenty-fourth day since Lord 


Roberts arrived at Bloemfontein, and the 


absence of news is beginning to make the 


British public rather fretful. 


Twe conjectures are favorites. First, the 
silence covers an important British attack, 
the presumption being that Lord Roberts is 
already in the field; and, second, the en- 
forced inactivity is on account of the lack 
of draft and saddle animals, and must con- 
tinue for several days, and that therefore 
nothing is happening. 

The situation, so far as London knowledge 
goes, is as it was two days ago. Boers in 
unknown numbers are hovering around 
Bloemfontein out of the range of the Brit- 
ish guns. | 

Queer News from Kimberley. 
Leys queer telegram comes from Kimber- 


“April 5.—Since the departure of the main

General de Villebois Mareuil has atti 
been mentioned as the hero of the hour in 
Paris since he joined the cause of the Boers. 
Having resigned from the French army in 
1806, where he had gained distinction in 
many ways, he was spending his time in 
leisure, when Dr. Leyds, casting about for 
leaders for the south African cause, came 
upon him. He was acknowledged:to be the 
most important foreign military personage 
identified with the Boer cause, and is said 


to have furnished the brains tor many of 


Joubert's undertakings. 

As chief of staff of the Boer army General 
de.Villebois Mareuil was first entrusted with 
the elaboration of a plan of campaign in 
northern Natal, as well as with the carrying

were modernized by the French officer. 
General de Villebois Mareuil engaged in 


the Boer war purely as a speculative ven- 


He was offered the rank of General, 
together with a handsome remuneration, 
from the government. Previously he had 
been favorably disposed toward England. 

General de Villebois Mareuil was 50 years 
old and had spent all his life in the military 
profession. He was educated at St. Cyr, and 
fought as a Lieutenant against the Prus- 
sians in 1870-71. He held successive com- 
‘mands of infantry regiments in Soissons, 
Chalons-sur-Marne, Paris, and Oran. His 
last appointment was Chief of mat of the 
Algiers division. 


Heroic Attack at Blois. 


He won his spurs in the war with the Prus- 
sians, and a monument has been erected to 
him ‘at Blois, commemorating one of the 
most heroic incidents of the war. The Ger- 
mans had occupied Blois, and after an all 
days struggle the French were repulsed. 
Late in the afternoon General Pourcet de- 
cided to send De Mareuil at the head of his 


walls. 

The Germans ‘held their ground desper- 
ately, and the fight came to a hand-to-hand 
encounter. With three bullets in his leg 
De Mareuil continued to wield his sword 
and encourage his troops. -Oniy when the 
Gorman troops had evacuated the Faubourg 
would he allow himself to be carried to a 
1 neighboring house. For this action he was 
awarded the cross of the Legion of Honor, 


and was promoted to the rank of Captain.

Edward F. Cragin of the Cragin-Eyre syn- 
dicate, which negotiated a concession for 
a Nicaragua canal, is the directing spirit 
the scheme. When seen this afternoon Mr. 
Cragin said he had been in negotiation with 
the New Jersey State Riparian board for a 
lease of the lands under water, on which it 
is intended to construct the island, and that 
at a meeting of the board on Thursday his 
proposition had been accepted. According 
to Mr. Cragin it is intended to reclaim 4 
rectangle, with frontages of 2,500 by 2,000 
feet, between Ellis and Liberty Islands; 
where the depth of water is only about three 
and one-half feet. Between this island and 
the New Jersey shore there will be left a 
navigable channel, crossed by drawbridges, 
and the bottom along the three remai 
sides will be dredged toa depth of at leas 

thirty fee 

The lease of the lands to Mr. Cragin is 800 
900 years, at a rental of $1,000 a year for th 
first five years, payable yearly in advance; 
(97,500 per year for the next fifty years, pay- 
able semi-annually; and $20,000 for the re- 
mainder of the term, payable semi-annually. 

The leasé also contains an option of pur- 
chase for $250,000 at any time within five 
years, and provides that the lessee must 
within two years spend $50,000 in labor and 
materials on we actual work of construc- 
tion.

Eugene Tucker Stabs George Miller, 
Thinking Order for Beer Epi- 
thet “ Nigger.” 


A word misunderstood led toa quarrel yes- 


of one man and the infliction on another of 
wounds. The quarrel occurred in John Pott- 
hast's saloon in the basement of 85 Madi- 
son street. George Miller, 19 years old, a 
barber, living at 170 Halsted street, was 
seated at a table alone. Eugene Tucker, 
colored, employed in the office of Dr. Covey, 
was at a table close by. 
Miller is a Greek, and in this e ad- 
dressed a porter, asking for a glass of beer. 
Tucker thought Miller called him a “ nig- 
ger,“ and requested that he retract it. 
Miller denied having used any such word, 

Then an argument arose, during which 
the colored man drew a large clasp knife 
and made a lunge for Miller. The knife pen- 
etrated the Greek’s throat. Twice more the 
colored man slashed at Miller. 

Then Miller drew a revolver and fired four 
shots, two of the bullets taking effect in 
Tucker’s, body. Tucker died before a phy- 
sician arrived. 

Miller ran out and started east. Blood 
Was flowing from the deep cut on his neck, 
and the sight caused commotion among 
shoppers. A crowd purstied him. He final- 
ly was arrested by Policemen Wrenn and 
Quinlan of the Central Detail Station in 
front of the Champlain Building. He was 
removed to the County Jail Hospital, where 
it is said his injury is not serious.

ROME, April 6.—The announcement late 
last night that the-government by royal 
decree had revoked the decree laws promul- 


ment in 1898, and which have caused the re- 
cent wild scenes in Parliament, was received 
with no little astonishment in all political 
circles in Rome. If the ministry hoped by 
this unexpected action to quiet the political 
agitation begun by the Radicals—an agita- 


- tion which is rapidly spreading to all parts 


of the kingdom—it has failed of its object. 
Today the Radical Deputies, sixty-six in 
number, issued a public manifesto declaring 
their adherence to the demand for the con- 
vocation of the Constituent Assembly to re- 
vise the constitution. They promise to re- 
commence their bitter fight in the Chamber 
of Deputies, notwithstanding the new rules 
adopted twe or three days before recess was 
taken. They declare these new rules are 
void because they were illegally approved. 


Sympathy for Prince of Wales. 
King Humbert today visited the Duke of 
Cambridge at the Grand Hotel, in order to 
personally express his grief over the at- 
tempt on the life of the Prince of Wales. 
The news also greatly depressed Pope Leo, 
who instructed Cardinal Rampolla to wire 
his congratulations to the Prince.

Ir DECIDES FOR BECKHAM 


HIGHEST COURT IN KENTUCKY HOLDS 
FOR THE DEMOCRAT. 


| | 
Counsel for Governor Taylor Will Take 


an Appeal to the Federal Tribunal 
at Washington—Decision Is Based 
on the Plea the Legislature Alone 
Has Power to Decide a Contested 
Gubernatorial Election—Cannot Gu 
Behind the Returns. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 6.—The Court of Ap- 
peals today gave a decision in the Guber- 
natorial contest In favor of Beckham, Judge 
Du Relle dissenting. The other two Repub- 
lican Judges, Burnam and Guffy, handed 
down a separate opinion, which differed in, 
its reasons from the opinion of the Demo- 
cratic Judges, but agreed with them in its 
conclusion, 

Briefly, the court. holds that the 1 
ture has the sole power to decide a contested 
election case, and that the tribunal there- 
fore cannot go behind the record. . 

Counsel for Governor Taylor will at once 
appeal the case to the Supreme Court ot the 
United States. Governor Taylor tonight 
gave out a spirited statement, in which he 
caustically referred to the attempts of cer- 
tain newspapers to vilify him and make it 


appear that he had tried to flee from the 


State. He declares he will continue to act 
as Governor until displaced by the highest 
court in the country. Governor Taylor says: 

For weeks I have been made the target 
ews- 
papers in Kentucky. The vilest insinuations 
have been made and the most outrageous 
falsehoods have been told. Once and for 
all I desire to say neither directly nor indi- 
rectly had I any connection with the asgassi- 
nation of Senator Goebel. I am a citizen of 
this State, amenable to its laws. I am not 
a criminal; neither shall I ever bea fugitive 
from justice. Whenever indicted, if such an 
outrage should be committed, I shall appear 
for trial, conscious of my innocence and of 
the ultimate triumph of right and justice. 
The whole purpose of this persecution ,has 
been, and is, to drive me from my post of 
duty and to punish me for holding the office 
to which I have fairly been elected. Such 
a surrender I have not made, nor will Imake 
it unless the highest courts of this land 
should adjudge that I do so.” 

The majority decision recites the work of 
the State Canvassing board and of the con- 
test proceedings in the Legislature and all 
subsequent proceedings, and holds: 


We have no more right to supervise the decision 
of the General Assembly in determining the re- 
sult of this election than we have to supervise 
the action of the Governor in calling a special 
session of the Legislature o in pardoning @ 
criminal or the action of the Legislature in con- 
tracting debts or determining upon the election 
of its members or doing any other act authorized 
by the constitution. There is no conflict —＋ rg 
the action of the State Canvassing board and t 
of the Legislature in these cases. The 
Canvassing board was without power to go be- 
hind the returns. It was not authorized to hear 
evidence and determine who was in truth elected, 
but was required to give a certificate of election 
to those who on the face of the returns re- 
celved the highest number of votes. For the, 
State board to have received evidence to im- 
peach the returns before it would have been for it, 
in effect, to act as a board for contesting the elec- 


tion, and if it had done this it would have usurped - 


the power vested in the General Assembly by the 
constitution, for by its express terms only the 
General Assembly can determine a contested elec- 
tion for Governor and Lieutenant Governor. 

But the certificate of the State Board of Can- 
vassers is no evidence as to who was in truth 
elected. Its certificate entitles the recipient to 
exercise the office until the regular constitutional- 
ity shall determine who is the de jure officer. 

We are therefore of the opinion the court is 
without jurisdiction to go behind the record made 
by the Legislature under the constitution. 


Says Legislature Was Partizan. 
Judges Burnam and Guffy, Republicans, 
dissented from the reasoning of the mgjority 

decision. Judge Burnam’s opinion says: 


It is hard to imagine a more flagrant and parti 
san disregard of the modes of precedure than is 
made manifest by the facts alleged and relied on 


by contestees and admitted by demurrer, and I 


am firmly convinced from admitted facts that the 


Legislature, in the heat of anger engendered by | 


intense partisan excitement, have done two faith; 
ful, conscientious, and able public servants an irre- 
parable injury in depriving them of the office to 
which they were elected, and a still greater wrong. 
to the large majority of the electors who voted 
under difficult circumstances to elect these serv- 
ants. 

I have been led, however, with some reluctance,

Ex-Governor Bradley, chief cdungel for 
Governor Taylor, tonight sald an appeal on

Bradley and Judge W. H. Yost, counsel for 
the Republican State officers, were in con- 
sultation with Governor Taylor for several 
hours this afternoon and the above state- 
ment was made at the close of the confer- 
ence. It is said Colonel W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge and Republican leaders from different 
parts of the State will meet Taylor in con- 
ference here tomorrow morning. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Bradley said: 

We will not take advantage of any tech- 
nicalities to delay the progress of the case. 
The decision of the Court of Appeals is not 
disheartening to us. We will ask for a writ 
of error to the United States Supreme Court 
at once and these contests will now be at an 
end in a short time.“ 


Close to Goebel’s andren 


The prosecution today were more confident | 


than they have been since the day of the as- 
sassination that they are close on the trail 
of the murderer of William Goebel.

BIG TERRESTRIAL UPHEAVAL. 


Earth Near Mount Baker, Wash., Splits 
and Throws Up Hill Seventy 
Feet High. 


Seattle, Wash., April 6.—[Special.]—A tre- 
mendous upheaval, accompanied by wonder- 
ful changes, occurred in Mount Baker dis- 
trict on March 27. What had once been a 
valley and bed of the Nooksack River is 
now a hill seventy feet high. The noise of 
the upheaval was heard at Hamilton, ten 
miles away. 

The report of the occurrence was brought 
to this city by D. P. Simons Jr., who was in 
the vicinity at the time looking over timber 
lands. Simons says that he heard the noise 
of on upheaval, which sounded like the heavy 
rumbling of thunder. He and his party were 
much disturbed and immediately began an 
investigation. They journeyed in the direc- 
tion from which the sound came and were 
astonished to see a huge mound of earth, 
nearly a quarter of a mile square, wheie 
formerly there had been a valley. 

In places the mound was seventy feet 
high. The Nooksack River had been turned 
from its course and ran around one side of 
the hill. Nearly in the center of this high 
bank of earth was a large lake. A forest 
had formerly occupied the ground and the 
trees which had escaped destruction stood 
up from the water. There were cracks here 
and there in the mound large enough to en- 
gulf a horse and wagon. There wasan odor

The men remov ed are Assistant Chief Sewer 
Inspector Charles McMillan and Cement In- 
tor William G. Ellis, while Cement In- 
tor Philip J. Elward has been laid off for 
twenty days. 

These Officials, all of the Bureau of Sewers, 
are held responsible for aliowing the use of 
pad and untested cement which caused the 
collapse of fifty feet of the big conduit near 
Butler street. The finding in this investiga- 
tion has aroused apprehension that an in- 
ferior grade of cement may have been placed 
m other sections of the conduit, A whole- 
gale investigation may be set afoot as to 
materials used in conduits paving. 

The order for the discharges of McMillan 
and Ellis and for the suspension of Elward 
were issued last night by Supérintendent of 
Sewets Burke. The two men removed, as 
All service appointees, have the right to 
demand a trial before the commission. Both, 
however, are said to have admitted to Su- 
tendent Burke that the cement was 
used with their knowledge. The cement in- 
gpectors are requi by the rules of the 
bureau to watch the mixing of all cement 
and secure samples daily for testing, while 
Antested cement must not be allowed near 
the work. 

Holds Inspectors to Blame. 
“These men,” said Superintendent Burke, 
“seem to have proceeded on the idea that 
the company would be liable for all material 
used. The fact is that these inspectors were 
responsible for letting any material go in 
that failed to reach the alee a of the 

fications. 
“McMillan was on the work the day the 
inferior cement—it was called Tiger’ brand, 
while ‘Giant’ brand was required—was de- 
-‘jivered. Samples had gone to Chief Cement 

Tester Kelly. and failed to stand the test. 
When orders were sent to allow the use of 
none of this cement, we found it already 
had been putin. There are extenuating cir- 
cumstances in Elward's case, though he 
ghould have reported what was going on, 
even over the heads of his superior officers.”

Declaration | Sets the 
Grounds for Asking 


Associated Press. 


The f declaration in the suit fled o on 
Feb. 20 or $500,000 damages by the Inter- 


Ocean Publishing company against the As- 


sociated Press has been registered with the 
clerk of the Circuit Court. The document 
was prepared by Attorneys Kent and Brown, 


and consists of seventy-eight typewritten | 


pages. The claim of damage is that in con- 
sequence of the action of the Associated 
Press in barring the Inter-O Publishing 
company from recelying 1 ws reports, 
the plaintiff has been put to"great expense 
in procuring news, its subscription list re 
duced, its advertisers lessened, and an ex- 
pensive litigation forced on it. 

In detail the Inter-Ocean Publishing con 
pany declares it has been compelled to ex- 
pend for correspondents’ service $50,000; for 
telegraph tolls, $50,000; for couft costs and 
attorneys’ fees, §25,000; that its loss in re- 
ceipts from circulation aggregates $50,000, 
and its loss of advertising patronage $50,000. 
In addition to these specific claims, the 
plea is advanced that it otherwise has been 
greatly injured in its good name, fame, 
credit, and reputation, the total injury be- 
ing placed at $500,000.

EX-BANKER BERGER IN PRISON. 
He Is Sent to Joliet on a Sentence of 


Three Years and $540 
Fine. 


Robert Berger yesterday began a term of 
three years in the State Penitentiary at 
Joliet. Convicted of receiving deposits in 
the bank of E. S. Dreyer & Co. after in- 
solvency, he decided to take his punishment 
without appeal, ‘leaving Mr. Dreyer, the 
senior partner, in the County Jail waging 
a legal battle to escape a sentence already 
Passed. 

Berger and Dreyer were indicted on the 
Same charges, but when the case came to 
trial Berger applied for a separate hearing. 
Dreyer already had been convicted on an- 
other indictment, and his case was taken 
off the docket. Judge Dunne will announce 
his decision early next week in the habeas 
corpus case, which is keeping Dreyer from 
the penitentiary. Dreyer’s attorneys refuse 
to say anything about their plea for a 
supersedeas. 

Berger appeared at 10:30 o’clock in Judge 
Waterman’s court, accompanied by his 
counsel, Attorney Platt. He asked for a 
sentence on the verdict found by the jury. 
The court fixed the sentence at three years 
and a fine of $540 and costs. One case was 
dismissed, with leave to reinstate, and 
eleven other cases were dismissed absolute- 
ly, as applying to Berger. . 
On Thursday night Berger sent word to 
his family, and in the morning they were at 
the jail to bid him farewell. His wife, two 
two sons, and a sister-in-iaw 
were present at the final interview. 

I have been convicted by an honest jury 
after a fair trial,“ said Berger, and I might 
as well take my medicine. I do not believe 
that I am guilty of a criminal act, but as 1 
am in the hands of the law I may as well 
give up and meet its demands.“ 

At the end of eleven months it will be 
possible to secure a parole for Berger, and 
nis friends expect to see him again within 
a year. Berger bade the Judge and attor- 
neys a good by. He also called at the cell 
of E. S. Dreyer to say good by. Dreyer 
remarked grimly that they might meet 
again soon. 

Berger was convicted of receiving from 
Tobias Gleich $270 on Dec. 19, 1896, two 
days before the bank failed. 

Joliet, III., April 6.—[Special.]—Robert Ber- 
ger was brought down to the penitentiary 
this noon. He was entered as Convict No. 
6.905. and his clothes were exchanged for 
the blue prison garb. Throughout the en- 
tire proceeding Berger maintained a stolid 
silence. The answers to Clerk Baker's ques- 
tions were brief as he could make them. 
The prisoner then was taken to the prison 
kitchen, where the regulation dinner was 
served. After his meal Berger was taken 
to the hospital, where the physical exam- 
ination showed him to be in the best of 
health. He probably will. be given clerical 
work in the prison office.

Frederic Bancroff. Two vols. Harper

ERE have been other biographies of 
Lincoln’s noted Secretary of State, 
but it is safe to say that they will all 
be superseded by Mr. Bancroft’s ad- 
mirable work. The author has taken 
the vast mass of materials at hand, and has 
fused them into a critical biography that has 
unity, judicial balance, candor, and literery 
merit. His two handsome volumes are read- 
able and interesting throughout their 1,100 
pages. He makes no pretense at eloquence, 
and his utter lack of enthusiasm is nole- 
worthy, but he treats his subject always 
sympathetically and at the same time 
frankly, 
The. average Man among the younger gen- 
eration knows that Seward was once near 
to being nominated for the Presidency, that. 


ne became Lincoln’s Secretary of State, and 


was nearly assassinated at the time of Lin- 
coln's death, that he was a brilliant and 
able statesman, and that many good people 
tought he wae tricky.“ Since the publi- 
cation of Nicolay and Hay's life of Lin- 
colin this meager impression has been sup- 
plemented with the knowledge that Seward 
advised plunging the United States into war 
with England or all Europe as à cure for 
secession at home, and that his reputation 
has suffered considerably by the. docu- 
evidence on this point. Further 
than this the casual reader born since the

Seward. 

Mr. Bancroft’s biography does not change 
one’s impression on any of the points just 
named. It can scarcely be said that he 
makes a serious attempt to defend Seward 
from the insidious and persistent charge of 
insincerity which followed him all his life, 


though he shows that Seward’s individual 


mots could usu be accounted for on good 
grounds, either principle or of policy. The 
‘rouble was sometimes it was principle and 
sometimes it was policy that inepired him, 
and his sudden changes from one to the other 
from the reformer to the diplomat or the 
politician—caused the universal impression 
that he could not be relied upon. As one 
cf hie friends said, it was easy to see which 
hole Seward would go im at, but no man could 
be sure where he would come out. Yet the 
fact remains that he was, as Jeffersorf Davis 
said, the “ directing intellect " of the anti- 
slavery North through a crucial period, and 
an able, honorable, and resourceful states- 


man, 


The early life of the brilliant New-Yorker 
is summarised in a few pages. For the pur- 
poses of this review it is sufficient to take an 
initial glimpse of him in 1884, when he be- 
came the first nominee of the Whig party for 
Governor of New York. He was described 
by the Democrats during the campaign asa 

ped-Reired, youthful candidate—a man of 
small abilities, little experience, and no con- 
sistency.”” Being defeated in this cam- 
paign, he took Thurlow Weed’s advice and 
laid the foundation for a comfortable fortune 
by bedoming the agent of the Holland Land 

company, which owned several millions of 
wild lands in the western part of New York. 
This early friendship between Seward and 


Weed passed through many vicissitudes, but 


remained unbroken until death severed che 
chain thirty years later. 

When Seward did become Governor he 
seems to have achieved only a moderate suc- 
cess. A shift in political fortune retired him 
to private life after a second term. He fin- 
ally, began his larger career at Washington 
in the spring of 1849, and as Senator-elect 
performed the delicate tast of giving Prest- 
dent Taylor advice about his inaugural ad- 
dress—a task which he was to repeat a dozen 
years later for Lincoln with good results. 
Clay’s compromise measures of 1850 were 
the chief feature of this session of Con- 
gress. Mr. Seward opposed them, and Mr. 
Bancroft thinks that if Webster had don 
the same from the first the crisis might have 
been averted. He holds that secession had 
not one-half the strength and organisation 
in ‘1850 that ht possessed in 1861. On this 
point he says Seward was more frank and 
courageous than his party. 

The doings of the political firm of “ Sew- 
ard, Weed, and Greeley” are aptly de- 
seribed. Mr. Bancroft believes it was ge- 
ward's failure to become a Republican at 
the birth of the party that lost him the 
Presidency in 1860. For as soon as the elec- 
tion of 1854 was over Horace Greeley drew 
out of the “firm” by coming out in the 
New York Tribune with a severe censure of 
Seward for “ adhering to the vacated shel! 
of Whiggery,” and six years later, when 
the Seward “irrepressibles” in Chicago 
learned that Horace Greeley had come to 
town and taken up his quarters at the Tre- 
mont House with the Bates and Lincoln 
men a chill came over their spirits at once. 
Mr. Bancroft believes that Greeley’s in- 
fluence in Chicago defeated Seward. Weed 
and Raymond, Seward's managers, thought 
so, too, and were still further angered by 
Greeley’s exultant sentences written after 
Lincoln’s nomination: The past is dead. 
Let. the dead past bury it, and jet th 
mourners, if they will, go about the streets.” 


The biographer gives Mr. Seward the high- 


est credit for holding the rebellion in check. 


during the perilous months n Lin- 
coln’s election and his inauguration. It was 
here that Seward’s smooth speech and suave 
manners counted for much. His devotion to 
the union was not only unwavering, but it 
was shrewdly practical. He was the only 
man who at once the gonfidence 
of the North, and of the South to a large de- 
gree. His apparent egotism, found in many 
of his utterances at this period, was not out 
of proportion to his actual services. Mr. 
Bancroft says: 

There is no reason to doubt that Seward’s policy 
warded off the most imminent dangers and bridged 
over the chasm between November and March. 
No one but Buchanan had the pow he 
wholly lacked the capacity and the cou 
develop a better and more far-reaching method 
of with secession. What Seward did was 
less a deliberate policy than tactics for an emer- 
gency, but it was timely and effective for the 
immediate purpose, and amazingly so when all 

the difficulties are given due consideration. This 
was the hour of Seward's supreme greatness. 

When Lincoln came to the White House 
it was at once evident that Seward thought 
his own role was to be that of the power be- 
hind the Presidential chair. It took a long 
time and many quiet ffs to awaken him 
to the fact that this man means to conduct 
his own administration.“ In the meantime 
Seward had fallen into the amasing errors 
of judgment which have since made one 

' shudder to think what might have happened 
if he had been in the Presidential chair in- 
stead 6f Lincoln. 

Until after the fall of Sumter he still be- 
lieved the South was not in earnest and could 
be won back by soft words and shrewd but

Captain Slocum’s Unique Voyage. 
“ Sailing Alone Around the World.” By 
Captain Joshua Slocum. Illustrated. 
The Century company. 


Captain Slocum’s simple and delightful 


adventurous charm of Robinson Crusoe 
with the life and humor of Marryat. It is 
a rare good book for lovers of sea travels 
and adventure. The Captain is a literary 


and he tells his experiences with a delight- 
ful combination of modesty and delicate 
humor, Best of all, his story is true, and 
as remarkable for what it tells as for the 
way it tells 11. 

A Nova Scotian by birth and a naturalized 
Yarikee by nationality, Captain Slocum is a 
retired shipmaster. He built the Spray with 
his own hands at New Bedford and started 
on his unprecedented single-handed voyage 
in the summer of 1895. The Spray is less 
than thirty-seven feet long and fourteen feet 
wide, sloop rigged; in this little vessel Cap- 
tain Slocum .circumnavigated the globe in 
three years with no other crew than himself 
alone. e traveled 46,000 miles and came 
back to Boston weighing more than when he 
left, and without a drop of water in the 

ug hold of.the Spray. |

sailed from Africa he received a pamphlet 
written by these geographers, made up of 
arguments from sources high and low to 
prove their theory. The Captain further 
avers that the only conversation he had with 
Oom Paul related to this subject, for when 
he said he was sailing round the world, Mr. 
Kruger interrupted sharply: You don't 
mean round the World; it is impossible. You. 
mean in the world.”’ 

Before the Captain got round the world 
he had to pass the stormy Cape of Good 
Hope, where he was dipped under water 
three times in as many minutes on Christ- 
mas day, while a passing steamer signaled 
him a merry Christmas.“ “I think the 
Captain who did it was a humorist,” says 
the old sea dog; bis own ship was throw- 
ing her propeller out of the water.“ Then 
came the happy meeting with the Oregon on 
the South American coast, the discovery that 
the United States was at war with Spain, 
and the stormy northward sail to New 
York and Boston. .

May corn, which sold at 42c Thursday, 
could be had as low as 89%c yesterday, but 
there was a reaction from the low point and 
the close was slightly above the 40c mark.

‘materially disturbed. The market showed 
strength early with Liverpool cables, which 
closed %4d to %d higher for futures, from an 
opening d to 444 lower, with spot d lower. 
Ihe advance there was considered good rea- 
son for opening prices here at 4ic to 41, 
compared with a previous close of 40%@4lc 
for May. But the demand was light and 
offerings large, and though the market was 
firm it only needed a strong push to send it 
down. The push was given by Gifford, who 
offered corn down liberally, and as it slid 
down the ways stop loss orders came out, 
which accelerated its decline. The market 
was nervous and active, the range being 
1%c to 1%c. May sold from 41\%c to 39%¢ 
and closed at 40\c sellers. July closed at 41c, 
a loss of 4@%c; September at 41%, a loss of 
nee.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA EXPOSITION. 

The people of Charleston, S. C., at a 
mass-meeting a few evenings ago voted 
unanimously to hold a South Carolina inter- 
state and West India exposition in 1901. 
The plan proposed for its organization, as 
well as for its general purposes and scope, 
was received with universal favor. A com- 
mittee was appointed to canvass for funds 
and the subscriptions are already sufficient 
to justify the permanent organization of the 
exposition and the beginning of the con- 
struction of buildings by the Ist of June. 
The scheme was set on foot by the Young 
Men’s Business league of the city. It has 
been indorsed by the Governor and Legisla- 
ture, the City Council, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Cotton Exchange, and by numer- 
fous business organizations throughout the 
State. The promoters are also certain that 
they can btain aid from the national gov- 
ernment, ‘and arrangements have already 
been perfected to get exhibits from the 
Paris exposition and from Cuba and Porto 
Rico. The prospects, therefore, are encour- 
aging. 

The eee of such an exposition are 
particularly needed in Charleston. It is an 
old and, in some respécts, a slow city, and 
it has been allowing some other cities to get 
ahead of it. Its people have at last waked 
up to a realizing sense of the necessity of 
bestirring themselves if they would save 
their trade and commerce as well as develop 
their resources. Without some such

LIFE IN A TEST TUBE. 
An unsigned article in Victoria Wood- 
hull Martin's ndon magazine, the 
Humanitarian, alls in a rather sensa- 
tional way the bitter discussion over 
biogenesis and abiogenesis, which raged so 
fiercely’ a couple of decades ago. Science 
Nears the Secret of Life” is the title of 
the article, and the men who are said to have 
discovered the new step toward producing 
life by chemical means are Chicago scien- 
tists. The statements are based on the 
recent experiments of Professors Whit- 


biological laboratory, which has grown out 
of Professor Agassiz’s famous summer 
school on the Island of Pennikese. To 
the day of his death Agassiz refused to 
accept the theory of evolution, and the 


lutionary science should develop at Woods- 
holl is in itself a curious paradox. 

It appears that Professor Loeb last sum- 
mer succeeded in “developing from the 
unfertilized eggs of the sea urchin, by 
chemical treatment, living and normal 
plutei, or young sea urchins.” Further 
experiments have led him to believe that 
this may also be done with other marine 
animals and possibly with mammalians. 
It appears that Professor Norman of the 
University of Texas, who died last year, 
succeeded before his death in carrying 
through a series of experiments revealing 
the fact that eggs of marine animals de- 
veloped to a remarkable degree when put 
into a solution of salts of magnesium. Pro- 
fessor Loeb took up the work where Nor- 
man left off. He secured unfertilized eggs 
‘of the sen urchin and tried them with 
various salts. In the magnesium solution 
they developed into blastule in two hours, 
and when these had been placed in normal 
sea water they developed in twenty-four 
hours into active and vigorous plutef, which 
represent the pollywog stage of the sea 
urchin. To make doubly sure that the 
eggs had not been fertilized he took others 
from the same groups and put them into 
sea water to develop in the usual manner, 
but they remained unchanged. 

„We have made a wonderful discovery, 
all of us at Woodsholl,” the Chicago pro- 
fessor is quoted as saying. “It is rea- 
sonable to believe that if a sea urchin egg 
can develop itself, so can the egg of a 
mammalian.” ..

MRO DE FONTENOYS LETTER. 


[Copyright, 1900, by the Marquise de Fontenoy. | 
Lord Bathurst's selectlon by the govern- 
to command the militia regiments in- 
t ed with the guardianship of General 
Cronje and other Boer prisoners of war at 
St. Helena ig an extraordinary one in view 
of the fact that he is the great-grandson of 
that Lari of Bathurst whose name is so pro- 
foundly execrated by the French, owing to 
the circumstance that he was the statesman 
responsible for the exile and captivity of the 
first Emperor Napoleon at St. Helena. 

Napoleon, it may be remembered, on find- 
ing his projected flight to the United States 
cut off by British warships, preferred, 
rather than fall into the hands of the Ger- 
man or Austrian government, to surrender 
to the English, on the ground, so he de- 
clared, that while they had been the most 
inveterate of his foes, they had likewise 
been the most consistent and the most gen- 
erous. He expected, of courte, that the ex- 
pression of these sentiments would appeal 
to the British sense of chivalry. 

But, unfortunately, the English Ministers 
of the day took the ground that, inasmuch 
as Napoleon had violated his parole and 
broken his plighted word in quitting the Is- 
land of Elba, in order to involve once more 
all Burope in the horrors of war, which were 
only brought to a close with his defeat at 
Waterloo, he was untrustworthy, and with- 
out any rights to the treatment of an offi- 
cer and a gentleman. Accordingly he was 
not permitted to land in England, but, by the 
direction of Lord Bathurst, who was at the 
time Minister of War and Minister of the 
Colonies, was deported to the damp and 
sultry-Island of St. Helena, as being the 
only spot sufficiently remote to prevent his 
ever becoming once more a source of danger 
to the world. 

Lord Bathurst remained in office through- 
out the entire term of Napoleon's captivity, 
and the exiled Emperor was never tired of 
denouncing him not only for what he termed 
the Earl's breach of faith and absence of 
generosity but likewise as responsible for 
all the real and imaginary affronts and hard- 
ships to which he was subjected by Sir Hud- 
son Lowe and his other ns on the 


—— 

The present Lord Bathurst is a good look- 
ing young peer of about 36, who may be said 
to have married brains, good looks, and 
especially money in the charming person 
of Idlias, only daughter of Lord Glenesk, 
the wealthy proprietor of the London Morn- 
ing Post: His country seat is at Cirences- 
ter, near the town of that name, in Glou- 
cestershire, a spacious Mansion dating from 
the early part of the last century, with a 
low roof and numerous windows piercing 
the plain walls. In the entrance hall there 
hangs Sir Thomas, Lawrence's portrait of 
the Duke of Wellington, who sat for it in the 
actual uniform that he wore on the battle- 
field of Waterloo. The chief charm of the 
estate, however, is the surrounding park, 
which moved both Pope and Swift to en- 
thusiastic raptures. The woods are pierced 
by ten avenues, radiating from a common 
center, chief among them being the Chest- 
nut avenue, which is sixty yards in width. 
Each of these leafy walks is terminated by 
a column, a spire, or tower. A well-known 
feature of the park is Alfred’s Hall,“ a 
pseudo Gothic structure, which has taken 
in many of the most learned antiquaries.

I may add that it was a member of this 
same Bathurst family—namely: Benjamin 
Bathurst, the English diplomat—who, in 
1809, induced the Austrian government to 
make trouble for Napoleon in pursuance 
of his instructions. Having. accomplished 
his mission, he left Vienna to return to Eng- 
land, and, being aware of the fierce ani- 
mosity with which he was viewed by Na-

ered it most prudent to travel under an as- 
sumed name—namely: that of Koch. He got 
as far on his way to Hamburg as the little 
town of Perleberg, where, as elsewhere, the 
Prussian authorities were so convinced of 
his being in danger at the hands of Na- 
poleon’s emissaries that they furnished 
him with a military guard. ee 
At 9 in the evening his carriage stood at 
the door of the Swan Inn at Perleberg ready 
for departure.

Making Theaters Fireproof. 

At this time the subject of theater fires has 
a particular interest. The author of the fol- 
lowing paragraph asserts that everything in 
a theater, even the most flimsy costumes, 
can be made fireproof. | 

„Let it once be known,” he says, that 
a theater is the one place in which a fire 
could not be started by any conceivable com- 
bination of circumstances, and the fearful 
panic, the most! imminent and dangerous of 
all theatrical perils, would be abolished. 
Any modern theater can be made absolutely 
fireproof, not only against chance fire, but 
against arson itself. It is perfectly feasible 
to make the building and all its contents— 
furniture, drapery, and scenery—practically 
incombustible. Even the lightest of fabrics, 
such as a ballet girl’s petticoats, can be made 
as uninflammable as asbestos. There is no 
reason why there should be any fire of any 
description in a theatrical structure, as all 
furnaces for light, heat, or power purposes 
could be placed in a separate building. The 
only problem involved is one of care and cost. 
All that is wanted is a law declaring that 
the mere occurrence of a fire in a theater 
shall be ‘accounted as proof of criminal 
neglect, punishable by imprisonment.““ 

This may be true, but the Columbia fire is 
evidence that there must be a companion 
statute before any good result can come. 
That law must declare that a theater shall 
occupy a building by itself. The demands 
of art and public safety then will coincide.

All these numbers have been heard here 
before, with the exception of the last two—- 
Lohengrin's Farewell and the “ Centen- 
nial Inauguration March.” Both Hugo 
Kaun’s overture to his opera, “ Der Maler 
von Antwerpen,“ and Liszt’s “ Faust m- 
phony, which constitute the first half of this 
week’s program, were introduced heredur- 
ing last season. The second movement of 
the latter composition was once played by 
itsclfi—during the fifth season—but the sym- 
phony was not given complete until last 
year. | 

It may be said readily that neither of these 
works suffered through repetition, a second 
hearing revealing many new points of beauty 
and interest. The slow movement of the 
„Faust symphony was played ina partie 
ularly expressive manrer, a remarkable 
poise and evenness of tone being sustained 
throughout its performance. 

In the finale the orchestra had the assist- 
ance of the Mendelssohn club, with MR 
Davies in the tenor solo part. Mr. Davies 
did not seem to be in the best of volte 8. 
this stage of the program, and this number 
itself is not one to exploit him to the beste 
vantage, so that it was not until his second 
appearance—in ‘‘ Lohengrin’s Farewell - 
that the singer scored any telling effect | 
But in this selection he made a fine impre> 
sion, giving Lohengrin’s narrative and ts 
ensuing farewell with much elegance and 
expressiveness,and thereby calling forth pro- 
longed applause, which eventually led ts 
repetition of the concluding portion of td 
number. 

Comparatively few people in the audience 
probably ever had heard the “Ce 
Inauguration March,” which Wagner wrote 
at Mr. Thomas’ request for the opening of 
the Philadelphia exposition of 1876 - Tis 
composition, although more interesting 
a novelty than as a representative example 
of Wagner’s writings, is nevertheless © 
brilliant piece and one which might . 
heard further to advantage. In the nt 
Wagner’s other and more wonderful compe 
sition, however, it would be rash to ess 
this march among his best efforts, but 
serves its purpose well as the concluding 
number of this week’s program.
